other such practices to get the 
most money out of the most people 
at the least cost in the quickest 
time is one of the reasons for the 
introduction of this bill.

A Living Flash Of Glittering Gold — 


That's The High Sierra's Golden Trout 


| By Phil the Forester 

Uniqué in California is the na- 
tive golden trout described as “a 
living flash of light,” originally 
found only in three small streams 
of the Kern river watershed but 
since planted in many high ele- 
vation lakes and streams of cen- 
tral California. 

Early day planting procedure to 
barren waters throughout the 
High Sierras was by hook and line 
catch and pack stock transport. 
This work was carried on mainly 
by cattlemen, sportsmen and game 
wardens. 

In 1918, state fisheries men 
established camp on the Cotton- 
wood lakes out of Lone Pine. Here 
in the ice cold waters at 11,000 
feet elevation, eggs were strip- 
ped from trapped female golden, 
transported by pack stock and 
truck to the Mt. Whitney hatch- 
ery near Independence where they 
were hatched out and the finger- 
lings returned to the high coun- 
try for introduction to new wa- 
ters. 

This inconvenient and discom- 
forting artificial propagation sys- 
tem continued for some 25 years 
and was then abandoned as hav- 
ing served its purpose. Future 

stocking was by reverting to the 
original hook and line catch and 
pack stock transport. 

As a result of all these opera- 
tions, California’s ‘golden trout 
hag become - widely distributed 
throughout the central and south- 
ern High Sierras, much to the de- 
light of the high elevation trout 
fisherman. 

Although a close relative to the 


liantly colored lemon-yellow, or- 
ange or even red, having fewer 
spots than the rainbow and they 
usually retain their parr marks 
in adult form.

these ‘‘would-be” packers are the

GUIDE FOR FISHERMEN 

A miniature fish finder about 
'the size of a cigar box operating 
on the echo-sounding principle 
has been developed for pleasure 
boat fishing by a Hollywood manut- 
facturing firm. The device is 
actually an electronic depth re- 
corder locating fish by bouncing 
back high frequency signals off 
the ocean bottom and drawing in 
chart form a detailed picture of 
everything beneath the boat. 

Soon there will be little excuse 
for not catching fish except just 
no fish but that time seems to be 
slowly making headway too. For 
instance we have a report that the 
City of Los Angeles has filed ap- 
plications with the State Division 
of Water Resources for the con- 
struction of a series of dams on 
the middlefork, southfork and 
main Kings River. 

Our report indicates that the 
proposed dams will eliminate ap- 
proximately 60 miles of Kings 
river trout fishing and inundate 
extensively used recreational areas 
such as Cedar Grove, Paradise 
Valley, Zumwalt Meadows, Tehi- 
pite valley and Simpson meadows. 
Much of the Kings River water is 
to be diverted through tunnels, 
canals and flumes according to 
information and the fluctuating 
reservoirs ‘which furnish poor 
fishing at best will be contained 
in steep granite walls.

Alcan agreed to sell the U. S. 
a billion pounds of metal from 
the proposed new plant. It would 
take 3 to 5 years to build the 
plant. In the meantime, it is 
presumed, Alcan would continue 
to sell to Russia’s satellites from 
present production. 


* * * 

Obviously, Sawyer’s plan 
would have put Alcoa, and Al- 
can, already in control of more 
than 50% of aluminum, on the 
road back to the more than 85% 
control they jointly enjoyed 
prior to 1941.

Rep. Celler’s committee, in 
condemning the plan, calls for 
encouragement of immediate 
production expansion by inde- 
pendent American producers. 
Whether Congressional desires 
will again be thwarted by high 
level bureaucracy remains to be 
seen.

All impartial facts seem to in- 
dicate domestic production can 
well demand if free com- 
petitive enterprise in the indus- 
try is allowed. 


Alcoa banner, testified before 
the committee that he had been 
asked to submit plans to pro- 
duce another 150,000 tons, then

This was one of the reasons 
why the committee asked Jess 
Larson, head of the General 
Services Administration, why 
the U. S. aluminum expansion 
program approved by the gov- 
ernment has so far been limited 
to creating an additional pro- 
duction of only 446,000 tons.

His reply was that present re- 
quirements given him do not 
indicate need for any additional 
production. Larson said his per- 
sonal opinion is that more pro- 
duction is needed, but officially 
he can’t do anything about it.

This, in itself, is an odd com- 
mentary. Larson, as head of the 
GSA, is responsible for main- 
taining stockpiles, but presum- 
ably lacks authority to go with 
this responsibility. 


** * 

This position of sitting on a 
picket fence is not new to Lar- 
son. After Korea, when GSA an- 
nounced plan to sell huge gov- 
ernment industrial alcohol plant 
to Schenley, Larson told protest- 
ing Congressmen sale would be 
stopped, issued a letter to this 
effect. But despite this action, 
sale went ahead. To this day 
everybody in Washington, in- 
cluding presumably Larson, 
wonders “How?”
